Senator's Lodge's Creat Speech. 


Senator Henry Cabot Lodge of Massachusetts, who has served 


eighteen years in the Senate,'is 1 aving a desperate fight for re-elec.- 
tion. When the Legislature met he delivered a speech in Symphony 
Hall, Boston, in which he gave a i account to the people of his stew- 
ardship. No man can re,id that speech without being impressed in 
Senator Lodge's favor, 
ft 'is th.' utterance of a high mind pitched 


in communion with the traditions of a historic past. Mr. Lodge is 
a man of glacial exterior but he touched chords of deep feeling in 
his address, touched then in a way that showed him the possessor 
of a heart that warms w th nob'e emotions despite his frosty man- 
ner and lack of geniality . Not so great as either Daniel Web- 
ster, Rufus Choate, Charles Sumner or George ^Fri^bie Hoar, he 
displays the same high sense of the dignity and honor that should 
actuate a Senator that actuated them, the same fidelity to Massa- 
chusetts that they evinced and the same lofty conceptions of na- 
ional loyalty that inspire 1 the gi eatest of the men whose names ap- 
pear on the Senate roll. There was a pride and pathos in his clos- 
ing words that reveal character and sentiment of a high order. It 
was no apology that he uttered no recantation of political beliefs, 
nothing in the shape of abject ippeal for votes. 
He spoke like a 


brave man and an hones one.

I have 
never had any connectio i, direc or indirect, with the promotion 01 
any financial or industrial ente prise. I have no secrets

nothing to conceal. 


"There is not a page upon which the people of Massachusetts 


-.re not welcome to look; thert is not a line that I am afraid 01 
ashamed to have my children : nd my grandchildren read when I 
am gone. 


"This also let me say: Whatever my shortcomings I have 


cherished with reverence the di;:r.ity and the traditions of the grea' 
office which I hold. I liave ne er suffered them to be lowered. ] 
will not drag them throt gh the mire of personal controversy or soil 
them with the rancor cf perso 1,1! altercation for any reward tha: 
can be offered to me. 
[ receu cd from my predecessors the grea: 


traditions of the Senate rship c t" Massachusetts as a sacred trust, 
and they shall remain ii my 1-,; nds or pass from me to my succes- 
sor unstained, untainted unimpaired. 


"I am a Senator of he Un< ed States. My first allegiance as an 


American is to the great natioi 
My first loyalty is to that bright

Many Bills to Be introduced 


Looking to Aid of the 


University. 


•SACRAMENTO. Jan. 11.—There is not 


much dang»r of the University of Cali- 
fornia being overlooked at this session. 
Another batch of bills has been introduced 
.in the House by Assemblyman Young of 
Berkeley, seeking appropriations for that 
Institution. 


The first of these asks for an appropria- 


tion of $300,000 to enable the regents to 
provide a structure on the grounds of the 
University which will shelter the 
stu- 


dents. 
The first allowance of 575,000 is 


to be payable on tho first of July of this 
year, the second, of $150,000 in January, 
1912, and the final Installment, $75,000, on 
the first of July, 1912. 


A second bill asks for an appropriation 


of $15,000 for research work in viticulture 
and for the publication of the result of 
the research. 


Another appropriation of $15,000 is ask- 


ed to enable the carrying on of an in- 
vestigation to control destructive diseases 
cultivated in parts of the state beyond 
the benefits of the Southern 
California 


pathological laboratory.
